DR.  HAROLD  C.  BINGHAM 
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A  Gentleman  and  A  Scholar 

■Born  on  a  farm  in  Rowan,  Iowa,  Dr.  Bingham  graduated 
from  Ellsworth  College  B.A.,  Harvard  University  M.A.,  John 
Hopkins  Ph.D.,  and  taught  at  Ellsworth  College,  Wesleyan 
and  Yale. 

Harold  was  a  veteran  of  both  World  Wars  and  retired 
in  1946  with  the  rank  of  Lt.  Colonel.  Dr.  Bingham  and  family 
came  to  Sanbornton  in  1927  as  summer  residents  but  soon 
made  it  their  permanent  home.  After  retiring  from  the 
Veterans  Administration,  Dr.  Bingham  devoted  most  of  his 
time  to  expansion  of  school  facilities  and  educational  plans, 
civil  defense  programs,  and  planning  board  projects.

ROADS 


The  re-construction  of  Burleigh  Hill  Road  from  Calef 
Hill  Road  to  Rt.  127  has  been  costlier  and  taken  more  time 
than  originally  anticipated,  but  has  been  used  as  a  School 
Bus  route  since  September  1963. 

The  re-building  will  be  completed  this  summer  and  the 
Selectmen  and  Road  Agent  recommend  that  T.  R.  A.  Funds 
be  used  to  black  top  that  part  of  Johnson  Road  re-located  by 
the  State  during  the  construction  of  Route  93.  This  piece  of 
road  is  graveled  with  a  good  base  but  due  to  grades  should 
be  black  topped. 

We  also  recommend  that  any  balance  of  T.  R.  A.  funds 
be  used  on  Hale  Road  from  Route  127  to  the  Route  93  under- 
pass. The  School  Board,  Planning  Board  and  Selectmen  re- 
commend that  Brook  Road  and  Morrison  Road  be  the  next 
project  for  the  T.  R.  A.  Funds.  This  would  complete  another 
loop  for  School  Bus  transportation  from  Weeks  Road  to  Hale 
Road. 

Last  year  Duncan  Funds  were  used  to  eliminate  a  bad 
curve  on  Hunkins  Road  near  the  Highway  Garage.  This  year 
the  Road  Agent  plans  to  use  the  Duncan  Money  to  gravel 
Class  V  Roads.  A  nev/  house  built  on  top  of  Knox  Mt.  calls 
for  an  additional  half  mile  of  road  repairs  and  maintenance. 
Building  permits  have  been  issued  for  construction  on  Wad- 
leigh  Road,  Tower  Hill  Road  and  The  Range  Road  from  Route 
3B.  to  Tower  Hill.  Articles  in  the  warrant  call  for  the  re- 
opening of  these  three  Roads  now  closed  subject  to  Gates  and 
Bars. 

TOWN  BUILDINGS 

No  major  repairs  necessary  on  the  Town  Hall.  Mr.  Don- 
ald Sanville  was  appointed  custodian  in  the  summer  of  1964. 

The  Highway  Garage  is  proving  to  be  highly  efficient. 
The  installation  of  a  gas  tank  and  pump  will  result  in  con- 
siderable savings  by  the  purchase  of  gasoline  on  the  State 
Highway  Dept.  Contract.  The  Fire  Station  and  Town  Office 
Building  is  completed  all  but  inside  finish  and  installation  of 
equipment.  We  expect  to  have  this  done  very  soon  and  hope 
to  have  open  house  in  the  spring,  when  the  Townspeople  can 
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inspect  these  two  fine  buildings.  The  Selectmen,  on  behalf 
of  all  the  people  in  Sanbornton,  wish  to  thank  Harmony- 
Grange  for  the  gift  of  the  deed  to  the  property  on  Route  3B 
site  of  the  Fire  Station,  and  additional  land  which  will  be  put 
to  use  sometime  in  the  future,  and  a  big  thank  you  to  all 
who  have  given  so  much  of  their  time  and  the  use  of  their 
equipment  to  make  the  new  Fire  Station  Building  a  reality. 
Particularly  do  we  salute  the  Firemen  and  the  untiring  ef- 
forts of  Chief  George  Currier.  The  office  at  the  Town  Hall 
will  be  used  by  the  Police  Department  and  other  Town  Com- 
mittees. 


TOWN  DUMP 

The  Town  Dump  was  open  two  days  a  week  during  the 
summer  months  and  Saturdays  during  the  winter.  This  year 
we  intend  to  have  fill  hauled  in  and  graded,  in  order  to  raise 
the  height  of  the  bank.  Mr.  Donald  Sanville  will  continue  as 
custodian. 

The  Selectmen,  on  behalf  of  the  people  of  Sanbornton, 
wish  to  thank  the  Tram  Electronics  for  the  gift  of  the  Civil- 
ian Band  Radio  and  Base  Station  which  was  accepted  by  the 
Town  at  the  1964  Town  Meeting.  The  Radio  has  been  in- 
stalled in  the  car  of  Chief  Harry  Brooks  and  the  Base  Station 
at  his  home. 

The  Selectmen  and  the  School  Board  wish  to  remind  all 
Students  who  intend  applying  for  a  Scholarship,  that  ap- 
plications maybe  acquired  from  the  School  Principal  and  must 
be  filed  at  his  office  on  or  before  May  1st. 

Once  again  we  bring  to  the  attention  of  all  Property 
Owners  the  importance  of  filing  inventories.  Last  year  739 
Forms  were  mailed  -  481  returned.  Help  the  Selectmen  -  pro- 
tect yourself  -  file  your  Inventory. 

On  behalf  of  all  Town  Officers  and  Town  Committees  we 
extend  our  thanks  to  all  the  Townspeople  who  by  their  ef- 
forts and  co-operation  are  helping  to  build  a  better  Sanborn- 
ton.

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts 
and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Col- 
lector, Town  Clerk,  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds,  Library  and 
Fire  Department. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets:  December  31,  1963  -  December 
31,  1964:  (Exhibit  A- 1) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1963 
and  December  81,  1964,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A  -  1.  As  in- 
dicated therein,  the  financial  condition  changed  from  a  Sur- 
plus of  $8,479.45  to  a  Net  Debt  of  $9,574.97  in  1964.

a  revenue  surplus  of  $749.06,  plus  a  net  unexpended  balance

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds 
were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks 
were  compared  with  the  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as 
well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked 
by  source  insofar  as  possible   and  totals   of  receipts   and 
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expenditures  verified.  Books  balances  were  verified  by  com- 
parison with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements 
obtained  from  depository  banks.  Verification  of  uncollected 
taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers 
as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records.  The  amounts  of  uncol- 
lected and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in  this  report  are 
therefore  subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be  necessitated 
by  the  return  of  verification  notices. 

Current  Surplus: 

The  current  Surplus  (excess  of  total  assets  over  current 
liabilities)  increased  by  $1,755.58,  from  $14,569.95  to 
$16,325.53,  in  1964,  as  shown  herewith:

The  two  year  redemption  period  provided  by  law  has 
expired  on  the  taxes  which  remain  unredeemed  from  the  tax 
sales  on  account  of  the  levies  of  1960  and  prior  years  as  listed 
above.  The  Collector  should  therefore  deed  to  the  Town  all 
of  the  properties  represented  by  these  tax  liens.

Out  of  their  first  meeting  came  a  plan  for  immediate 
action  ....  to  provide  a  ski  area  for  the  coming  winter  sea- 
son. While  writing  this  report,  I  can  see  the  result  of  this 
action  —  more  than  fifty  people  skiing  on  Lauder  Slope.  The 
use  of  the  slope  was  made  possible  through  the  generosity  of 
Mrs.  Mildred  Coombs  and  the  School  Board  on  whose  prop- 
perty  the  ski  area  is  located. 

The  ski  area  was  the  culmination  of  the  efforts  of  a  sub- 
committee headed  by  Robert  Alley.  As  a  result  of  the  ef- 
forts of  this  group,  and  through  the  mechanical  ability  and 
equipment  provided  by  Haven  Sanborn,  volunteers  cleared 
the  slope  to  the  north  of  the  school  and  erected  a  tow.  The 
tow  was  made  possible  by  the  donations  of  many  interested 
individuals  and  groups  and  its  value  can  be  attested  by 
the  many  people,  young  and  old,  who  have  used  it  during 
the  past  few  weeks. 

In  the  planning  stage  are  activities  for  next  summer 
which  include  Little  League  baseball,  a  swimming  program, 
and  work  on  the  town  beach  and  recreation  area  on  Lake 
Winnisquam.  For  these  projects  to  be  a  success,  there  will 
be  the  need  for  the  continued  efforts  on  the  part  of  the 
townspeople.  What  has  been  achieved  thus  far  shows  what 
can  be  done  and  how  worthwhile  it  is.

Through  the  generosity  and  wisdom  of  the  voters  a  new 
Fire  Station  and  Town  Officers  Building  has  been  erected  and 
is  in  full  use.  This  building  is  a  permanent  addition  and  asset 
to  our  town. 

Aside  from  the  contractor  and  architect  much  credit 
for  the  construction  of  the  building  goes  to  the  free  labor 
and  donations  furnished  by  the  townspeople. 

Special  thanks  go  to  Palazzi  Corporation  for  bulldozing, 
S.  V.  Rossi  Corporation  for  gravel,  Armand  Tibbetts  for 
sand,  and  Harmony  Grange  for  furnishing  the  lot. 

As  of  January  1,  1965  the  firemen  and  other  interested 
people  have  contributed  free  1988  hours  of  labor,  86  hours 
with  bulldozers,  149  hours  with  backhoes,  4  hours  drilling,. 
6  hours  blasting,  99  hours  with  tractor  loaders,  and  125  hours 
trucking.

The  Winnisquam  Fire  Department,  Inc.  would  like  to 
say  thanks  to  the  voters  of  Sanbornton  for  their  assistance 
and  cooperation  in  the  year  1964. 

A  new  mobile  radio  was  installed  in  our  Emergency 
truck.  We  also  added  new  Forestry  equipment  and  protective 
clothing  for  the  men.  Drills  were  held  every  month  and  mem- 
bers either  attended  or  instructed  at  the  Fire  Schools  at 
Fitzwilliam  and  Lily  Pond. 

We  would  also  like  to  say  thanks  to  everyone  that  used 
extreme  caution  during  the  severe  dry  spell  and  helped  to 
keep  our  fire  losses  down.  Also  for  reporting  fires  so  prompt- 
ly so  we  could  get  on  them  while  they  were  still  small. 

In  1964  the  Winnisquam  Fire  Department  answered  30 
calls.  4  were  structural  fires.  12  brush  or  forest  fires,  3  chim- 
ney fires,  5  were  other  calls  (resuscitator,  etc.),  6  were  Mu- 
tual Aid  calls.

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Report  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden 
and  YoMr  District  Chief 

The  1964  forest  fire  season  surpassed  the  record  year 
of  1963  in  both  length  and  severity.  For  the  second  success- 
ive year,  we  experienced  a  rainfall  deficiency  of  more  than 
ten  inches  and  the  compounding  of  such  drought  conditions, 
together  with  the  many  days  of  strong,  dry  winds,  charac- 
terized 1964  as  one  of  the  most  hazardous  years  in  the  past 
half  century.  Although  our  fire  season  was  three  weeks  long- 
er than  that  of  1963,  the  number  of  fires  showed  only  a 
slight  increase  and  more  remarkable  was  the  fact  that  the 
area  burned  dropped  from  2,280  acres  in  1963  to  900  acres 
in  1964.  Early  detection  and  rapid  response  kept  many  po- 
tential fire  disasters  from  becoming  reality.  We  all  owe  a 
debt  of  gratitude  to  the  men  in  this  community  v\^ho  respond- 
ed and  fought  our  fires  so  efficiently.  Our  state  is  now  86% 
wooded  and  its  economy  -  both  industrial  and  recreational  - 
is  greatly  dependent  on  this  forest  resource.  The  responsibil- 
ity for  adequate  fire  protection  of  this  great  area  -  4,350,000 
acres  -  is  everyone's  responsibility  and  prevention  is  one  of 
our  most  effective  tools. 

Prevention  is  good  common  sense. 

1.  Take  your  rubbish  to  the  town  dump.  If  you  must  burn, 
obtain  a  permit  _and  watch  your  fire  until  it  is  dead 
out. 

2.  Instruct  your  children  in  fire  safety.  Keep  matches 
from  young  children.  Explain  to  them  the  dangers  of 
lighting  matches  and  making  outdoor  fires. 

3.  Be  sure  discarded  smoking  material  and  matches  are 
out. 

A  major  portion  of  our  preventable  fires  this  year  are 
chargeable  to  three  causes:  (1)  permit  fires  allowed  to  es- 
cape; (2)  children  playing  with  matches;  and  (3)  smokers. 
Let  us  be  mindful  of  the  fact  that  all  such  fires  endanger  pro- 
perty and  lives. 

We  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  very  fine  cooperation 
during  the  past  fire  season  and  with  your  continued  coopera- 
tion we  are  confident  that  we  can  improve  our  fire  record  in 
1965.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 

The  contract  with  Metcalf  and  Eddy  for  the  planning 
survey  expired  early  in  1964,  but  their  representative,  Mr. 
Woglom,  continued  to  give  generously  of  his  overtime  to 
assist  your  Board  in  preparing  the  comprehensive  Town 
Plan.  This  was  received  from  the  printers  in  time  to  distri- 
bute at  the  Plearings  held  in  the  summer.  Copies  will  be 
available  at  the  February  13  Hearing. 

In  addition  to  numerous  committee  meetings,  hearings 
and  informal  discussions  have  been  held  in  line  with  the 
Board's  intent  to  get  the  opinion  of  all  citizens,  as  well  as 
non-resident  taxpayers.  At  a  meeting  on  March  7th,  the 
Board  voted  to  adopt  new  Sub-Division  regulations  which 
seem  to  meet  majority  approval.  Two  new  Sub-Divisions 
haA^e  been  approved  and  changes  made  in  several  old  plats. 

The  Board  proposes  to  present  three  Zoning  amend- 
ments for  action  at  the  1965  Town  Meeting.  It  is  its  opinion 
that  the  balance  of  the  amendments  need  further  expla- 
nation before  action  is  taken.  The  Board  hopes  this  may  be 
possible  during  the  summer  of  1965,  but  this  depends  on 
citizen  interest. 

The  Board  considers  these  amendments  important  to 
the  orderly  growth  of  Sanbornton,  and  it  desires  every  one 
to  understand  their  purpose. 

The  Board  has  worked  with  the  Selectmen  on  their 
proposals  for  Capital  Improvements  and  recommends  those 
in  the  1965  Warrant  which  fit  in  with  the  six  year  plan.  It 
further  recommends  that  a  Citizens  Advisory  Committee 
be  appointed  to  help  with  distributing  information  on  the 
Town  Plan.

To  the  Board  of  Education  and  Citizens  of  the  Sanbornton 
School  District: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  your  Super- 
intendent of  Schools. 

Personnel 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  only  one  staff  change 
this  past  year.  Mrs.  Eleanor  Nudd  who  has  been  teaching^ 
half  time  left  to  assume  a  full  time  teaching  position  in 
Franklin.  Replacing  Mrs.  Nudd  is  Mrs.  Ellen  Patterson,  a 
graduate  of  Wesleyan  College,  Macon,   Georgia. 

The  stability  and  efforts  of  all  our  central  school  staff 
is  giving  us  an  effective  and  smooth  operating  school.  Cen- 
tral School  is  a  small  but  a  good  school.  It  is  well  equipped, 
of  good  construction  and  the  ratio  of  pupils  to  teachers  is 
excellent.  I  believe  it  is  the  kind  of  school  a  community  can 
be  proud  to  say;  "This  is  our  school."

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Building 

Improvement  to  the  school  this  year  consisted  of  paint- 
ing two  classrooms  and  the  health  area. 

The  playground  equipment  was  all  overhauled,  broken 
parts  were  replaced  or  repaired  and  all  wooden  parts  painted. 

A  major  improvement  was  the  hard  topping  of  the 
grounds  on  the  west  side  of  the  building  to  provide  parking 
space.  This  eliminates  the  congestion  of  cars  directly  in  front 
of  the  building. 

Budget 

The  budget  this  year  is  up  rather  substantially.  This  is 
due  to  two  factors:  one  is  an  increase  for  our  teachers  to 
place  them  approximately  at  the  same  salary  as  teachers 
in  all  our  surrounding  communities.  The  other  cause  of  a  very 
substantial  increase,  is  tuition  for  our  high  school  pupils. 

John  Doe  Taylor  Scholarship  Fund 

The  John  Doe  Taylor  Trust  Fund  makes  scholarships 
available  each  year  for  graduates  of  the  Sanbornton  Central 
School.  Sanbornton  students  attending  college  or  accepted 
to  attend  may  apply  for  these  scholarships. 

Applications  for  these  scholarships  are  available  from 
the  Principal  of  the  Sanbornton  School,  or  the  Guidance 
Office  of  the  following  high  schools :  Franklin,  Laconia  and 
Tilton-Northfield. 

Aplications  must  be  completed  and  returned  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Sanbornton  School  Board  or  the  Principal 
of  the  Sanbornton  Central  School  not  later  than  May  1  of 
•each  year. 

Selections  will  be  made  in  May  and  the  awarding  of  the 
scholarships  will  be  done  at  the  Central  School  Graduation 
in  June. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  continued  appreciation  to 
the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Sanbornton  for  their  ex- 
cellent support  of  our  school  system.

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Report  of  the  Principal 


I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Principal 
of  the  Sanbornton  Central  School. 

Education  may  be  thought  of  as  a  continuing  search 
for  a  better  way  to  reach  the  goals  of  life.  A  school  must  be 
continually  searching  for  the  better  curriculum  and  its  im- 
plementation. Along  these  lines,  we  are  continuing  our 
study  of  reading  instruction.  A  teacher  study  group  is 
reviewing  the  new  materials  available  for  the  purpose  of 
comparing  them  with  those  presently  in  use.  If  something 
they  consider  better  for  teaching  a  phonetic  approach  to 
reading  is  available,  it  will  be  used. 

The  staff  is  keeping  abreast  with  new  developments  in 
mathematics  by  taking  both  in-service  and  University  ex- 
tension courses.  A  text  introducing  modern  mathematical 
concepts  is  now  in  use  in  the  seventh  grade  and  these  con- 
cepts will  be  expanded  in  the  eighth  grade  next  year. 

The  physical  education  and  athletic  program,  under  the 
direction  of  Edward  O'Rourke,  has  been  expanded  this  year 
to  include  touch  football  and  an  indoor  winter  program  of 
two  periods  a  week  in  grades  six  through  eight.  Grades 
four  and  five  had  now  been  added  to  the  program  with  one 
period  a  week. 

In  my  last  report  there  was  a  review  of  the  eighth 
grade  testing  program.  To  carry  it  one  step  further,  a 
parents  night  will  be  held  to  explain  the  tests  and  how  the 
results  may  be  used  for  future  guidance. 

Again  I  would  Hke  to  thank  the  Sanbornton  School 
Board,  Mr.  Donegan,  Mr.  Briggs  and  the  school  staff  for 
their  continued  efforts  in  the  interest  of  our  children.

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Report  of  the  School  Nurse 


Good  health  means  more  than  freedom  from  illness  or 
disease.  It  may  be  defined  as  the  state  of  complete  physical, 
mental,  social  and  emotional  well  being  which  provides  a 
happy  and  successful  way  of  living  for  every  individual. 
The  events  of  recent  years  have  made  us  all  more  aware 
than  ever  before  of  the  need  for  good  health.  With  this  in 
mind  the  following  activities  were  carried  on  during  the 
past  year. 

Tuberculosis,  in  children  rarely  manifests  itself  in  the 
usual  symptoms  found  in  adults.  In  most  cases  the  disease 
develops  very  slowly  and  does  not  cause  trouble  until  adoles- 
cence. Diagnosis  in  the  early  stages  is  important  and  it  is 
now  possible  to  do  so  by  means  of  the  Tuberculin  skin 
testing  program.  On  March  twelve  a  Tuberculosis  skin  test 
clinic  was  held  for  the  children  of  all  grades.  One  hundred 
and  seventy-eight  patches  were  applied  and  read.  Two  re- 
ceived a  positive  reaction  and  were  X-rayed  on  April  9.  The 
X-rays  showed  that  there  was  no  indication  of  active  tuber- 
culosis at  this  time. 

The  dental  clinic  sponsored  by  the  Sanbornton  Parents 
and  Teachers  Association  was  held  during  the  month  of 
March  and  April.  One  hundred  and  eleven  children  signed 
up  for  the  clinic.  This  is  the  largest  number  we  have  ever 
had  since  the  clinics  were  started.  Parents  today  are  realiz- 
ing more  and  more  the  im-portance  of  dental  care.  This  ap- 
plies particularly  to  the  care  of  the  baby  teeth  since  if  these 
are  neglected  the  permanent  teeth  suffer  also.  It  is  encourag- 
ing to  the  nurse  when  she  is  examining  the  students  teeth  to 
find  so  many  who  are  visiting  their  dentist  regularly  and  are 
brushing  their  teeth. 

Normal  sight  and  hearing  makes  it  easier  for  a  child 
to  progress  satisfactorily  in  school.  Inability  to  see  or  hear 
well  is  a  serious  handicap.  Therefore,  I  feel  it  is  worth  the 
time  and  effort  to  check  the  students  once  a  year.  In  doing 
so,  we  find  cases  that  did  not  show  up  the  previous  year  and 
as  a  rule  are  corrected  during  that  school  year.  Parents  have 
been  very  cooperative. 

A  pre-registration  clinic  was  held  on  May  7  with  nineteen 

children  registering  and  papers  were   sent  home  to  three 

parents  who  were  unable  to  attend  the  clinic.  The  children 
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were  weighed,  measured,  a  vision  and  hearing  test  was 
given  as  well  as  a  medical  inspection  by  the  nurse,  to  every 
student  attending  the  Sanbornton  School. 

The  most  common  defects  discovered  by  the  nurse  in  the 
medical  inspection  of  the  Sanbornton  children  were:  decayed 
teeth,  enlarged  tonsils  and  wax  in  ears. 

In  addition  to  the  above  mentioned,  health  services  and 
conferences  were  held  throughout  the  year  with  teachers, 
pupils  and  parents. 

I  wish  to  take  this  occasion  to  express  my  sincere 
gratitude  to  all  persons  and  the  Sanbornton  Parents  Teachers 
Association  who  have  contributed  to  the  Sanbornton  School 
health  program.

said  appropriaton  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to 
be  received  from  the  state  foundation  aid  fund  to- 
gether with  other  income ;  the  school  board  to  certify 
to  the  selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated 
revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to 
be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town.
